to the river on both sides of the 
international line. If no flood con- 
trol dam id bullt on the United 
States side of the line, we have 
ample opportunity to provide stor- 
age for flood waters sufficient for 
our uses on our own property, ac- 
cording to reports made 
by our engineers. 
“As a citizen of the Pacific 
Southwest and as an American cit- 
izen I am interested in seeing an 
early and final approval of the 
pact, in order that another gen- 
eration may not witness a contin- 
uance of the bickerings, litigation 
and threats of litigation, between 
the different States and commu- 
nities interested, such as has ex- 
isted in the past and is likely to 
continue to exist in the future, if 
the pact is not finally approved. 
“It is quite unlikely that it the 
present pact fails of approval that 
any other agreement as fair to all 
concerned will be reached in the 
near future to take its place.

Should the government ap- 
propriate funds for the develop- 
ment of power on the Colorado 
River and the building of dams for 
power purposes, it could not con- 
sistently refuse to make similar 
appropriations in other sections of 
the country where power. develop- 
ment may appear to be desirable. 

“IT am not interested directly or 
indirectly in any power company, 
power project, or power develop- 
ment anywhere. 

“I am opposed to the All-Amert- 
can Canal feature of the Swing-

TWO REBEL 

CHIEFS HELD 
AT EL PASO 
_ Inspectors 
Detain Generals Said to 
Have Deserted Revolt 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

EL PASO, May 7.—Two Mexican 
generals who deserted rebel forces 
with two regiments to join the 
Federal army during a battle at 
Ocotlan, Jalisco, February 29, are 
being held by the United States 
Immigration Service here for de- 
portation. The pair were arrested 
yesterday after crossing the inter- 
national border from Mexico late 
Sunday night. They are charged 
with illegal entry into the United 
States. 

They are Generals J. Arturo 
Chavez and Ramon Baez Aranez 
and are said to have been paid 
$10,000 by the Mexican govern- 
ment for their part in persuading 
the troops to desert the rebels and 
join the Federal forces. According 
to a statement made by Gen. 
Chavez they were serving under 
Gen. Escobar in the battle of 
Ocotlan when they withdrew the 
Twenty-fourth and Thirty-eighth 
Regiments from the front lines and 
commanded them to turn in their 
guns and ammunition and march 
into the Federal front lines. This 
was done. Later the two generals 


stated they joined Gen. Escobar at 


Chihuahua and deserted him to flee 
to the United States.

TRADE LEADERS

Proposal Opposed by Nation- 
al Chamber of Commerce 


West Coast Delegates Score 
Affront to Japanese 


Negotiation Urged as Means 
of Settling Problem 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRD) 

CLEVELAND (o.) May 7.— 
Business men firmly gripped a 
thorny problem of State today and 
gave expression to the view that 
American industry is without sym- 
pathy for Japanese exclusion by 
law. 

A resolution expressing the sense 
of the meeting that “friendly ne- 
gotiation” instead of Congressional 
enactment should offer tite ap- 
proach to the solution of the Jap- 
anese immigration problem was 
unanimously adopted by the for- 
eign commerce section of the 
twelfth annual convention of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Subject to approval of the board 
of directors and the resolutions 
committee of the chamber, whose 
report is due tomorrow, the dec- 
laration will be submitted to the 
final plenary session of the con- 
vention. 

Favorable action by the directors 
and the committee is virtually as- 
sured, and leaders in the conven- 
tion anticipate ratification of the 
expression by a safe majority. 


EXPRESSION UNANIMOUS 

Discussion of the resolution was 
marked by unanimity of expres- 
sion sympathetic with the Japanese

Introduced by Edward A. Filene 
of Boston, and by three repre- 
sentatives of Pacific Coasts States, 
the resolution was unanimously 
adopted by approximately 400 
members of the foreign commerce 
section. 

Had a dozen speakers, four of 
them from the western seaboard 
State, urged the action as an ex- 
pression in harmony with the tra- 
ditional ideals of America’s for- 
eign policy.

Introduction of the resolution 
followed an address on “Foreign 
Trade from the Standpoint of the 
Western States, by Robert N. 
Lynch, vice-president of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
which was concluded with an ap- 
parently carefully studied presen- 
tation of the opposition viewpoint 
on the exolusion issue. In the re- 
marks of the speakers who fol- 
lowed there was only reaffirmation 
of Mr. Lynch's arguments. 

Business prudence alone, if 
nothing else, should commend to 
America ‘friendliness and good 
will with oriental peoples.” Mr. 
Lynch said. “The economic future 
of the Pacific Coast is bound up 
with oriental trade. Nothing could 
be more stupid than to unneceés- 
sarily give affront to Japan or Chi- 
na. Responsible business men and 
others on the Pacific Coast recog- 
nize this thoroughly and are do- 
ing all in their power to meet in- 
evitable problems of immigration 
on a friendly rather than a hostile 
basis. We believe these problems 
should not be handled by an act 
of Congress, but by friendly nego- 
tiations.”’

This has caused ~~ considerable 
trouble among the white men, who 
claim that the canners are giving 
preference to the Japanese. 

Representation has been made to 
the government at Ottawa on be- 
half of the white fishermen, but 
the decision of the government 
has not been announced. :

“In the economic as well as the 
social life of the nation, stability 
is replacing disruption and mis- 
alignment. Though the effects of 
‘the war on America’s productive 
and distributive establishments 
will not be effaced for a genera- 
tion, the constructive forces are 
beginning to shape the destinies 
of the nation.” 

ldnking the economic develop- 
ments with the stock. exchange, 
President Cromwell remarked that 
“this steadier and more dependa- 
ble situation in business during the 
past twelvemonth has been close- 
ly reflected in America’s leading 
securities market, and has been 
the fundamental cause of its more 
tranquil and moral tone. The 
crigie created on the New Tork 
Stock Exchange as a result of the 
war have diminished. In conse- 
quence, the history of the stock 
market over the year now closing 
lacks the tense and sensational in- 
cidents of the war period, and 
reveals a gratifying improvement 
in the sure operation and t 
fufictioning of the whole securi- 
ties market.” 

Failure to lift the burden of 
special taxation imposed upon the 
stock market during the war was 
decried by the retiring presidert 
as unfortunate. The existing rates 
of taxation. Taken together, he 
said, have been set considerably 
beyond the point of “diminishing 
returns,” and not only weaken the 
market but yield less public reve- 
nue than would be provided by a 
lower and better propo 


rate, 

“Turning to the operations of the 
New York Stock Exchange itself, 
Mr. Cromwell calls attention to the 


recognized accuracy which the 
changes in the listings of the ex- 
change refiect the economic growth 
of the country, and the flow of 
American capitai into both public 
and private enterprise. Outlining 
these changes in the calendar year 
of 1923, he shows that the govern- 
ment bonds listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange declined in their 
par amount by over §1,000,000,000. 


[American State and city bonds in- 


creased by about $45,000,000, and 
foreign government dollar bonds 
by $160,000,000. The drop in the 
fortign exchanges and other causes 
reduced the listed amounts of

PLANET SKIPS SUN 


But Mercury Isn’t Large Enough to Cause Eclipse; 
However, It Helps Out Astronomers 


Mercury had its place in the sun yesterday—two places in fact, 
astronomically and meteorologically speaking. 
beating it across the face of the sun at a speed of thirty-two miles per 
second, the mercury in the thermometer here on earth was celebrating 
the event by climbing to the highest point it has reached this year, 


While Mercury was 


92 deg. | 

The astronofical phenomenon 
occurring yesterday afternoon is 
described as the transit of Merc- 
ury over the sun. In other words, 
the planet’s orbit carried it be- 
tween the earth and the sun so 
that by means of a telescope the 
planet could be seen as a smal! 
black spot on the face of the 
sum, If Mercury had been big 
enough the earth would have had 
an eclipse. 

The transit began at 1:43 | 
o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
completed approximately 
The planet 
had completed about one-half the 
journey across the aun when 
Phoebus’s cart disappeared into 
the western sea—poetic slang 
for sunset—Pacific time. | 

The transit of Mercury is of no 
particular significance at this 
time, according to Dr. Mars 
Baumgardt, whose Wednesday 
night lectures on astronomical 
matters are very popular with 
KHJ. radio fans.
